SAN iMtAxnsco, Muy 21.—A turrilic re- 


port and concussion, which wua dis- 
tinctly fvtt nil through the city and nt 
towns u run ml the bay lor a distance of 
forty miles, \vns at first believed to ho 
caused by earthquake, but proved tu be 
an explosion in the nitre-glycerine and 
mixing house, storehouse and gnu cot- 
ton departments of the California "Pon- 
der Works at Pinole, across the buy, 
this morning. The crew of the glycer- 
ine house, four in number, ami the fore- 
man of the mixing house were nil killed, 
aa were also nine Chinese working in 
the latter dcjurtment. Tho explosion 
occurred in tlie nitro-glyuerino houao at 
10.40 a.m., und was probably caused by 
a Uhintse dropping a witi of the ex- 
plosive. Tho ciiusu cannot bo definitely 
ascertained{ however, an all connected ' 
with Iho building are deail. There were , 
200 Chinese in the ndjncont mixing, 
room und at the sound of the explosion j 
nil ran, and the majority escaped. Tho ; 
force uf the explosion wan tremendous, j 
Huge trees \vi-re thrown into tho bay, a j

The nitro-iilycerino IIUUBU firdt went up, : 


tliim thtt mixing liOiiHoiirui Htorolicmao 
nnd gun rotten departments followed. 
The nitre-glycerine honan of which not 
a vestige now remains wua a three- 
story fnitne atrueture, 200x50. It con- 
tained SOOO pounds 01 nitro-glycorine, 
and I'OOM jwHiime nf flemiU'B rmwilnr. A 
remarkable feature of tlio explosion ia 
the fact that although the titorehoiiBO 
containing 1000 punmlx of Hercules 
powder is completely wrecked, ita con- 
tents nre intnci. In nil, 10,000 pounds 
of explosives wont up with u roar and u 
ahi'ot of Humes.

Tho tre- 
meiulous forco of the explosion cun bo 
observed on all bides. The nitro-glyccr- 
ine house was built iu tho siilo of a hill, 
which ig obuiit ^00 yarda north of the 
railroad station. Great trees near by 
were twisted and torn na if rent by a 
atroko nf lightning. In all dire^tl 
the terrible "violence of th oxploaiou 
jiianifcat. 
All over the aurronnding 


fields are scattered in ghastly confusioi 
hits of huniiin remainB, tolling the hor- 
rible story of the disaster. 


Men in nil directions are searching 


only to Und pnrticlca of the bodies too 
small for nny purpose. Lnr^o 
mckft 


have haen used to gather and hold the 
remains which are bo'ng slowly collect- 
ed. It aeeina impossible to secure more 
than enough to identify two bodies. 


Acting Superintendent Pollock said to 


an Associated 1'reaa reporter who was at 
tho scene of tho disaster: "This is the 
worst explosion wo have over had at 
this place. I nm utterly at loss to ac- 
count for it, nnd cannot advance any 
theory aa to ita cause. Tho explosion 
has shaken up all the buildings in tho 
vicinity. It ia impossible to tell how 
much damage lias been done; bull 
not looking for damage yet. 
I am try- 


ing to yet together the remains of the 
poor victims. \Ve nre very careful re- 
garding the managing of the nitro-glyce- 
ine lioiiso, and have laid down strict 
rules for tlie purpose. Thu Chinese are 
not allowed to enter it."

In a recent issue of 
the RKPOIH.ICAN a correspondent made 
some suggestions in regard to a program 
of literary exerciaca to be given in Uie 
evening, which would in themselves ho 
a drawing card if properly carried out, 
and with a display of fireworks for the 
benefit of those who prefer skyrockets 
and fiery serpents to mental pyrotech- 
nics, all would be pleased with the 
con- 


cluding events of a day made otherwise 
attractive as the managers of the cele- 
bration should see fit. 


Flush times or hard tunes, military or

Tlie eollapae of the income tax leaves 


the government in aucb a condition with 
regard to ita revenue that the necessity 
of calling another extra session of con- 
gress may again arise. The deficit re- 
Baltintr from the present revenue sys- 
tem ia increasing at the rate of about 
$5,000,000 per month, without any reas- 
onable prospect of better results. The 
income tax was actually the foundation 
laid by the free traders upon which to 
build their beautiful structure of "tariff 
reform," and now that the foundation 
has been kicked from 
beneath the 


•wobbly, sugar-cemented superstructure, 
it must necessarily sink of its own 
weight into hopeless of collapse. 


Speculation is already rife in the ranks 


of the administration aa to waya and 
meana by which the inadequate reve- 
nues may be increased, and the program 
appears to be to 011 the aching void by 
an increased revenue tax on beer and a 
higher duty on imported tea. 
Just why 


auch articles of universal use as tea and 
beer should be selected for increased tax- 
ation, while imported wines and other 
luxuries of the rich escape any share of 
the burden, is one of the mysteries, deep 
and dark, which shroud the work of 
*!tariff reform." If tea and beer are 
luxuries, and hence especially subject to 
taxation, they are the luxuries of the 
poor, and conld quite advantageously to 
that class be exempt from special taxa- 
tion by traneferrinz the burden to some 
of the distinctive luxuries of the rich. 


It ia a very aerious dilemma into 


-which the government has been plunged, 
at any rate, by bungling extraordinary 
with the question of revenue, aud not a 
little embarrassment and discomfiture 
ie bound to result before a satisfactory 
adjustment 
of this matter can 
be 


leached. Possibly another bond issue 
Will be found on the prouram aa a tem- 
porary remedy for the income tax fiasco. 
It would fit in very nicely just before 
the cloae of the exclusive option now 
held on government securities by the 
bond-buying syndicate.

CIRCUMVENTING THE PEST. 


Sphinx Worms Penned in at Tem- 


perance Colony. 


Tho people of Temperance colony 


havo taken snap judgment on their 
sphinx worms that havo appeared there 
in great numbers. Near tho center of 
tho colony ia an old China garden of 
twenty acres, grown up in weeds from 
long neglect.

PUSHING THE WORK. 


Progress of the Canal for the Power 


Plant. 


Kxcellent progress is being made on 


the canal by which water will be con- 
ducted from tho North fork of thu Kuu- 
Joaquin to thy power plant for tho elec- 
tric works. The Umber and brush havo 
been cleared from the riulit of way to 
the reservoir, and in a few days a corps 
of men will be Bet to work excavating. 
The reservoir will probably be made un- 
der contract. 
Within n short time work will com- 


mence on the line between Fresno and 
thu power huuflii on th« San Jouquiii. 
The distance is from Ws to 33 miles, 
depending on the route. Contractors 
are now figuring on tlio cost of poles. It 
is intended to havo them of cedar, if 
possible: but if cedar cannot bo ob- 
iainud.Kuud yellow piue wilt bo used. 
The survey for tho j olu line wilt he fin- 
ished before long. l'"ur the moat part, 
there will bo few difficulties in tlio way 
of setting the poles or stringing the 
wirc-s; lint for tho first five miles com- 
ing to want Fresno after leaving the 
river, tho route Una over rough moun 
tains, and hero some difficulty ia ex- 
,....^ted, but, of course, nothing more 
serious than rugged hills. 
The ranal, the reservoir and thu Inn 


from Fresno to the river could be com 
pleted wilhin sixty days, if such luiBli 
were necessary; but it vvill not bo net! 
uBBiiry, because the electrical machmcr; 
cannot be Hindu within that timo, am 
it is useless to hasten tho completion o 
tbo other portions of the works. Th 
machinery ia being made to order, an 
some months will elapse before it can b 
lintHhed and set in place.

Permitted to Range. 


Tho fact may not bo generally under- 


stocd, but it is perhaps no less a fact 
that the reason for tho growing scarcity 
ot deer in tho mountains cast of the San 
Joaquiu valley is not so much because 
huiuuru are plentiful as because sheep 
eat the feed and leave the deer to starve 
out. This view of tho case is strength- 
ened by a consideration of tho a til to of 
affairs north of tlio Han .loaqnin, along 
the lower course of the North Fork. 


Of late years thu people of that vicin- 


ity have had a uu-it understanding 
among themselves that 
their range 


should not be pastured off by sheep, and 
they have rigidly enforced this unwrit- 
ten law till even the untutored sheup- 
herders understand it, and do not at- 
tempt to drive their herda into the for- 
bidden territory. 


Peer have become plentiful. 
AVhile 


few or none can bo found in many por- 
tions of the country ranged by sheep, 
yet within those 
boundaries when; 


sheep may not como deer have collected 
from all aides, until tlio woods are full 
of them, lu few places in this nart of 
the state may so many bo found. Tlio 
engineers who surveyed tho canal for 
the electric plant went through a coun- 
try where the deer were as thick us 
sheep—to use an ordinary expression, 


j doubt aomowhat exaggerated. 
I Jit nil also abound in numbers sur- 
isaiiig the belief of those who have 
jver been thuro but who have been ac- 
mslomed to hunting in places leas 
avored. This nil goes to show Unit, if 
lit) government peraistn in it3 reserva- 
tion Hchumcs till it drives all the sheep 
out of the mountains, there will be 
something of an offset iii thu great in- 
crease in tho wild gamy. 


THE BICYCLE ORDINANCE. 


[t Revives the (Jiang of Bells and 


Scream of Whistles. 


Tlio result of tho revival of tho ordi- 


nance requiring bicyclists to carry bead- 
ights and bolls, or horns, has been to 
iring into use many an old lamp and 
m\ny a discarded bell and horn. Tlio 
>rdtnan< 
>u was supposed to bo dead, but 


;t proved to bo only sleeping. 


The law is misunderstood. It requires 
lid wheelmen to carry a lighted lamp 
tin! a horn or bel! at night, and requires 
the boll or horn to bo put to duty while 
rosaine street B. Hut no bell, lamp or 
iorn need be carried by day. Several 
riders yesterday, imagining that tho im- 
plements of alarm must bo need by day, 
went about tho street clanging bells, 
squawking horns or blowing whistles. 
It was all unnecessary. But it stands 
them in hand to be prepared when night 
comen. 


Tho ordinance regulates the speed bo- 
rond which tin; wheelman must not gn. 
This will probably cause fewer wlieeU 
o go to tho shops for repairs. Nearly 
.11 break-downs and collisions are duu 
.o high speed in the vicinity of crosa- 
ngs. 
There is snmo question as to 


vhiit will ba classed as too great a speed, 
dome riders seldom move ab a rate inoro 
,lnm seven or eight miles an hour. 
Hhtra seldom rid» at a rate lesd than 
.welye milea an hour. The ono would 
:onsider a ten mile rate too faat; the 
other would consider it quite alow. A 
jood rider can travel thu streets at a. 
twelve mile rate with less danger to 
other people than a pjor rider at a six 
mile rate.
